Mother, Police Aid Baby’s Breathing

An ambulance was dispatched at 10:28 a.m. to 
Glens Market on Wednesday, November 8, for a 
oné-month old infant who had stopped breathing. 

When officers Karl DeVries of the Grayling 
Police and Art Clough of the Sheriff Dept. 
arrived they found the mother of the infant, 
Laura Owens, in one of the back aisles of the store 
with her head down over the body. 


“‘T asked her if she was giving the baby CPR,”’ 
said Clough, ‘‘and she said yes."’ 

Clough said he proceeded to look, listen and 
feel to check for a pulse and to see if the baby 
was breathing. As far as he could determine, the 
baby was not breathing and Officer DeVries 


agreed. 

At about this time, Clough said the baby star- 
ted aspirating and his lungs began filling with 
formula and whatever else was coming from his 
ne The baby's eyes were closed and he was 
pale. 

Clough then began mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation while he carried the baby in his 
arms down the isle and out to the patrol car. 
DeVries drove to the hospital while Clough con- 
tinued mouth-to-mouth. Mrs. Owens rode in the 
backseat. 

‘About five minutes after we arrived at the 
hospital the baby started to cry," said Clough. 
“It was nice to hear. It felt great. That’s all that

Rotary Donating $10,000 
For Fairground Ballfields 


The members of the Grayling Rotary Club 
have agreed to invest $10,000 over the next two 
years for athletic fields at the Crawford County 
Fair Grounds. 

Already available for starting the task of 
clearing and leveling the ground is the first 
$3,000. The work, according to Crawford County 
Fair Association (CCFA) President John Naour, 


- ghould begin now so that sorne of the area can be 


seeded in the spring. He said that plans call 
eventually for constructing soccer and softball 


_ fields as well as space for T-ball games. 


Circuit Court Judge Alton T. Davis, vice 
president of the CCFA and a Rotary Club mem- 
ber, played an important role in persuading 


' the membership that the long range project is an 


important one for the recreational needs of 
young children. Naour and Davis emphasized 
that the younger persons will benefit from the 
development and that presently only the Little 
League Field is available to them. 

Naour pointed out that the CCFA members 
have long felt that the area should serve a con- 
tinuing purpose rather than one that is used only 
for the four days annually during the fair. He 
noted that traditionally 4-H members play a 
large role in the programs at the fair grounds 


~ and they will also now have the athletic fields for 
' their use. 


“The total cost of the project will exceed the 
Rotary Club investment in the recreational op- 
portunities for our children,’’ Naour said. ‘‘We 
(CCFA) expect to discuss the need for additional 
funds with all of the local civic organizations,’’ 
he said. The entire development will cost in ex- 
cess of $25,000, he noted, but will proceed only by 
developing individual fields as money permits. 

Rotary Club members” suggested’ that 
organizations contributing to the athletic 
development be recognized by naming the par- 
ticular area where their investment is concen- 
trated after that club. Naour said that the 
suggestion had already been discussed and that 
donations large or small would be identified by 
appropriate name or plaque. For instance, he 
said, if an organization’s money was used for a 
set of bleachers they would be identified by a 
plaque recognizing that fact. 


Naour said that it is the intent of the CCFA to 
apply for any available recreation grants as well 
to complete the overall development.

Clough said he later learned that the baby, 
James, one of a pair of prematurely born frater- 
nal twins, was later transferred by North Filght 
helicopter service to Munson Medical Center in 
Traverse City. He said that during the flight it 
was necessary to use an automatic resuscitator 
on the baby because he could not breath for him- 
self. The infant was transferred from Munson to 
Butterworth Hospital in Grand Rapids where he 
is listed in critical condition as of Monday. His 
brother has also been admitted for observation. 
Both infants have been using Apnea monitors 
since their release from the hospital] to monitor 
their breathing patterns. The monitors beep 
when the babies stop breathing. 


“The emergency situation involved the 
element of time,'’ said Sheriff Hatfield. ‘‘The 
ambulance was gassing up when the call was 
received and met the patrol car at the South 
light. The decision was made not to take the time 
to transfer the baby to the ambulance,’’ he sald. 

‘We had two officers well trained who knew 
what to do, evaluated the situation, did what 
needed to be done, and may have helped to save 
the child’s life,’’ he said. ‘‘The officers involved 
were professionals and it was aces all the way.”’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Owens are staying with the twins 
in Grand Rapids. They have four other children 
at home. 

As of Tuesday morning, Mrs. Owens said the 
doctors anticipate the baby will be in the hospital 
for two to three months as they monitor his con- 
dition.

Burger King 
Seeks Road 
Commission Land 


Crawford County residents may soon be able 
to buy their Burger King Whoppers locally if the 
county road commission accepts King Ventures’ 
offer to purchase the commission's property on 
the corner of State Street and M-72 East.

Camp Grayling, there 
was some community 
divisiveness. The 
Crawford Board of 
Commissioners told 
AMAC in 1988 that 
“our people” had no 
economic ties to the 
community. A little 
research, however, 
revealed that, in 
Lovells Township 
alone, non-resident 
landowners were 
paying 75% of the 
private land taxes. A 
commissioner admit- 
ted to me privately, 
that my contention 
that non-residents 
were assessed (and 
thus taxed) at a higher 
rate was true. 

As a retired nine 
month resident of the 
Grayling area, I won- 
der where it is that I 
am a full time 
resident. I spend the 
bulk of my income 
here, as do many of my 
neighbors. If I total 
the purchases, _in- 
cluding our home in 
1984, remodeling, lum- 
ber, concrete, win- 
dows, paint, fuel, car- 
peting, services, food, 
meals, entertainment, 


etc., it is a very 
sizeable sum. Our ex- 
penditures for  con- 


sumer goods are in- 
creased dramatically 
during the summer 
months by visiting 
family and friends. 

That scenario is 
typical of the non- 


resident landowner, 
The biggest difference 
between us and the 
year round Grayling 
resident may only be 
that many of us are 
older, retired and 
possibly have more 
time to be involved in 
this crisis. Some of us 
also have long years of 
involvement in other 
area Chambers of 
Commerce. That ex- 
perience tells us that 
boards such as yours 
sometimes tend to 
speak for a small per- 
cent of a community's 
business people. 

I hope that my letter 
will provide some food 
for thought for the 
Chamber’s Board of 
Directors. AMAC, and 
its directors, have a 
higher purpose than to 
argue with the Cham- 
ber. I would suggest 
that you instruct your 
Executive Director to 
also seek a higher 
common goal.. The 
real issue at stake, in 
Grayling, is whether 
the environment and 
the present, well 
balanced, economic 
base of the area will 
ultimately be 
destroyed by a giant 
military expansion. 
The AuSable/Manistee 
valley would then be 
ripe for the develop- 
ment of toxic waste 
disposal and dirty in- 
dustry.

Balance Disorders 

Chronic dizziness, ring- 
ing in the ears, and related 
disorders afflict some 60 
million Americans. A com- 
mon cause of such disorders 
is perilymph fistula—a tiny 
hole or break that allows fluid 
to leak from the inner to the 
middle ear. A simple outpa- 
tient procedure can repair 
the leak —once it is diagnosed. 
Until recently, diagnosis of 
perilymph fistula was diffi- 
cult, But researchers at The 
University of Texas South- 
western Medical Center in 
Dallas have adapted an old 
technique to flag this dis- 
order.

Have you heard about 
elderhostels? 

‘*Hostel’’ is defined as an 
inn providing supervised 
lodging for young travelers, 
They’re usually inexpensive 
and comfortable, minus all 
the frilis, Hostel is a word 
most often paired with 
“youth.” 

An elderhostel is some- 
thing different, in a couple 
of ways. First of all, it’s 
only for those 60 years old 
and older. Second, it’s a 
learning experience, literal- 


ly. 
Elderhostels are gaining 


in popularity because they 
offer senior citizens the op- 
portunity to enroll in low- 
cost residential academic 
programs. Many of these 
programs are located on col- 
pn campuses nationwide; 
others take place in such sites 
as secondary schools, sci- 
entific field stations, state 
and national parks, museums, 
and theological seminaries. 

One-week arts and science 
courses are taught by resi- 
dent faculty members at more 
than 1,200 American col- 
leges and universities. The 
subjects at elderhostels are 
also an opportunity for 
participants to explore sub- 
jects not normally found in 
traditional curricula. They 
range from canoe-building 
to skin-diving, from skiing 
to baseball literature. 

Program participants stay 
in dormatories and eat at 
campus cafeterias. The 
average one-week course 
costs about $225.
